•	 Walls: 2x6, 24" o.c., panelized, R-23 total: advance framed, 5.5" blown fiberglass in cavity, 
7/16" OSB, house wrap, 20-gauge stucco netting, 3/8" cement base coat stucco.

•	 Roof: Truss gabled roof & shed roofs: 1/2 gypsum board, roof trusses, 16" R-60 blown-in 
fiberglass insulation, 7/16" OSB sheathing, #15 roof felt, asphalt shingles.
